An aggresive practical system of 
education is one of the chief factors 
in the creation of an intelligent ¢iti- 
zenship and if our policy of educa- 
tion is to appeal to the democratic 
instincts ofyour people it must be so 


- framed as'to give an equal chance 


to all. The policy of consolidation 
means the democratization of educa- 
tion. It means equality of responsi- 
bility and equality of opportunity. 
It proposes the same chance for the 
country boys and girls as it does for 
the city boys ‘and girls. The boys 
and girls of.our rural communities 
are the citizens of the-future. Upon 
them shall devolve at some future 
time the duties and responsibilities

*“Under the one-roomed rural 
school system figures bear out the 
fact that the country boy was not 
getting an equal.ehance... with the 
boy of ,the ' city.

’ Macdqnald of North Dakota has 


- gome enlightening figures along this 


line. He reports that 80 per cent 
of city boys in that state complete 
the sixth grade, while but \30 per 
cent of country boys complete that 
grade; 50 per cent of city boys 
complete the eighth grade, ‘while 
but 5 per cent of the: country boys 
succeed in passing that grade.. He 
.further states that 40 per cent of 


’ city boys enter high school, while 


only 3 per cent: of country boys 
manage to enter on secondary edu- 
cation. These figures are startling 
in that they show the tremendous 
disadvantages under which country 
boys are laboring. The same figures 
would probally apply to girls. It 
does not mean that the country boy

The New York World printed what 
Purported to be (and ‘was) a partial 
abstract of :the interview, but later 
retracted, | ‘ 

It is now raged to tell the whole 
story, and also give additional infor- 
mation as to what the famous inter- 
view contained. 

Something over nine years ago, in 
july, 1908, Wilhelm II., then and now 
emperor of Germany, sat on the deck 
of the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, 

‘riding at anchor off Bergen, Norway, 
-and talked: with: William: Bayard Hale 
then a highly respected American 
writer of unquestioned attainments. 
His majesty talked long—for two 
hours. é¢ had dined well, but not 
wisely, as the saying goes, and his 
words came with a rush, and they had 
a sting to them. He was an emperor, 
but more than that, he was a human 
being, and as all’ human -beings: are 
wont at-times to do, he was unburd- 
ening his heart, telling, if you choose, 
“what was on his mind,” venting a 
long pent up spleen, airing his Fiat- 
reds, ; 

Hale. listened, inwardly atremble, 
outwardly calm. For although since 
classéd as a German propagandist, 
Hale has never been rated a poor re- 
porter, and when he izft the yacht he 
reasoned that he carried with him the 
most momentous interview ever ac- 
corded a journalist. And unquestion- 
ably it was. It w — full of dynamite 
from start to finisu. It reeked with 
abuse of England and King Edward; 
‘It slurred and maligned the, Catholic 
church in Germany and elsewhere, it 
damned the Japanese and the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance; it predicted the 
world war. 

In other words, Wilhelm II. as far 
back as 1908 had revealed himself as 
the character in the role of which he 
now stands* convicted—the world’s 
troublemaker. Asxguch England and 
the rest of the world might have ap- 
praised him with more or less accu- 
facy, immediately the Hale. interview 
appeared in print. But the interview 
did not appear. It was suppressed. 
The kaiser had talked for publication, 
but it was suppressed, nevertheless. 

One printed copy. of the interview 
Is still extant and in this country. It 
is in a place where neither the Ger- 
man government nor the .United 
States government nor any govern- 
ment can get at it. Some day it will 
be’ printed. But to go back to the 
summer. of 1908 when Hale, the royal 
Interviewer, departed from the royal 
acht mentally bulging with the ver- 
al high explosives that he carried, 
What the kaiser had to tell him was 
not only astounding in itself, but 
moreso in view of the fact that the 
German people were then indulging 
In a great hubbub. over an interview 

, the emperor had a short time before 
given to a representative of the Lon- 
‘don Daily Telegraph, The  ‘kaiser’s 
‘ tongue. was too loose, so folks were 
- paying. Prince von Buelow, the then 
Imperial German chancellor, was of 
the Same opinion, and the story goes 
that he had obtained from his majesty | 
a pledge against loose talk to guard! 
Against just such an _ international 
sensation that Hale was about to 
Jaunch. 

Learning then with what frankness 
and indiscretion the ‘emperer had 
talked to the American writer, the 
German foreign’ office immediately 
laid plans to scotch the interview, | 
plans, by the way, which worke 
with a smoothness and precision’ in

‘desired to secure for .the western 
continent. , 

There is need today for a league of 
nations which will, endeavor to. ex- 
tend its. protection to all the world 
and not to one-continent only.. In 
any such combination to secure jus- 
tice and tranquility based upon right, 
the presence of the United States 
would be invaluable and would in- 
deed be necessary if the combination 
were to secure those pieesige for 
the: world.—Viscount Bryce, in New 
York Nation.

Saskatchewan

The University of Saskatchewan 
has probably one of the largest, if 
not the largest, collection of farm 
implements on the North American 
continent for demonstration  pur- 
posts. This collection has been got 
together in four years, and’ consists 
of practically every implement that is 
on sale in Western Canada. Exclu- 
sive of tractors and small engines, 
the value of the exhibit exceeds $35,- 


The machines’ are replaced from 
time to time with newer and more up- 
to-date models, so that the farmer 
can compare all the latest makes of 
farm machinery without being har- 
assed by any agent to buy his par- 
ticular machine. Two of the profes- 
sors of the university and other cx- 
perts in charge of, the exhibits are 
glad to help anyone to compare tlie 
different machines, pointing ‘out the 
principal differences. and advantages 
claimed by the makers for the various 
types. Many farmers are now buy- 
ing larger machinery in order to in- 
crease their production and_ before 
buying they go to the university to 
look over the different makes, as well 
as to find out the principles on which 
the machines work, and the points to 
be-observed in adjusting and eperat- 
ing them, so

Barley is an eeceeding ty 
satisfactory crop; the yield. is ig 
and the grain is remarkably plump 
and heavy. The labor required in 
other parts to produce an acre of 
cotn will produce several acres of 
magnificent barley. Hogs fed on this 
barley, with dairy waste and possibly 
some roots, can be turned into bacon 
and hams much superior to the corn- 
fed product, and can be raised at 
least as cheaply and matured as early.
